Over 100 sub awards for the purchase of food service equipment.

The Learning Technologies Competitive Grant Program offers an opportunity to improve
core-subject classroom teaching and learning through the use of technology in Indiana
schools. 42 sub-awards and funding initiated.

27 sub awards for the enrollment and attendance of displaced children.

Over 300 sub awards to school corporations to provide supplemental services for
disadvantaged students.

Extension of the Individuals with Disabilities Education Act. Over 100 sub awards to date.

69 awards to date for special education and related services for children with disabilities
age 3 through 5 years.

Used for restoration of 2009 state funding for K-12.

854 federal project awards. Funds are reimbursed upon completion of project
milestones.

Grant process was completed and equipment funding has begun.

Planned uses incorporated in the state budget include funding property tax credits used
by local governments for public safety and general governmental purposes;
infrastructure projects; and technology.

Approximately 250 auditors and 1,150 contractors have been trained and work has
commenced through 30 sub awards. Over 500 units completed through mid December.

Plan approved by federal agency and awards made to community action agencies to
supplement or create anti-poverty projects for low income clients.

16 awards have been made to provide financial assistance and services to either prevent
individuals and families from becoming homeless or to help those who are experiencing
homelessness to be quickly re-housed and stabilized.

Development subsidy fudning has started for capital investment in Rental Housing Tax
Credit projects. Requests have exceeded program resources.
